He said an attempt had been 
made to come to an agreement with 
the New York L ife and the Equitable 
U te to limit the amount

This was finally increased to $1,- 
500,000,000, but Jam es H. Hyde of the 
Equitable first declined to enter the 
agreement and then 
George W . Per 
kins of the N ew York 
Life objected. 
Mr. Hyde’s reason was his ambition to 
make the Equitable the largest insur­ 
ance company in the world. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Clintoek thought that a law' limiting 
the amount 
of business would

good thing and felt sure the Mutual 
Life would support such legislation. 
These views are contrary' to those 
expressed by—President 
McCurdy of 
the Mutual when he was on the stand 
Mr. McClintoek also thought that a 
law compelling the declaration of divi 
dends at stated periods 
would be un 
wise.
